Greater activity than in any other 


year in the history of the valley is 
reported by sprayers, fumigators and 
orchard material firms this month in 
the citrus districts. 


A heavy crop of both navels and 


valencias is reported as general thru 
the valley, and all orchards are 
seemingly bent on making the con- 
ditions as desirable as possible for 
the maturing of this crop. Orchards 
are undergoing a more thorough pest 
cleaa-up than ever before, with 
seven-eighths of this work being 
done by the various spraying outfits. 
Both the Cqvina Fumigating com- 
pany and the department of pest 
control for the Covina Citrus.associa: 
tion are working crews to capacity, 
it was reported. Many private spray 
concerns are at work in the locality. 


Where orchards have been recently 


cleaned up the conditions are excel- 
lent for one of the most profitable 
crops in the history of the valley, 
according to W. M. Griswold, mana- 
ger of the Covina Fruit Exchange. It 
is pointed out, also, that the Covina 
district is protected to more than 
eighty-five per cent against frost 
thru the installation of proper equip- 
ment.

Property Owners 


Urge Bond Issue 


for State Home 


Among the leading property own- 


ers in the county there is virtually 
a unanimous indorsement of a bond 
issue that is to appear on the ballot 
next Tuesday, authorizing the pur- 
chase of land as a site for the new 
state building.to be erected in the 
public buildings group in Los An- 
geles. 


The state has provided $1,250,000 


with which to erect the building, 
which' will be a branch state house. 
Nearly two-thirds of the state's busi- 
ness now originates in southern Cali- 
fornia. 
The county has agreed to 


furnish the land, and it only remains 
to determine whether it shall be pro- 
vided thru a bond issue or taken 
from direct taxation. The cost on 
direct taxation would be heavy in 
the next few years, whereas on each 
$1000 of assessed valuation the cost 
will be but eighteen cents if the cost 
is distributed by bond issue over £t 
period of forty years.

The Motor Murderers— 


California's first official report on the number of deaths 


in which automobiles figure, show that 879 were killed, and 
11,677 injured in the first six months of 1928. The new law, 
making it compulsory for a detailed report of every automo- 
bile accident, as well as accidents from other causes, was 
passed by the last legislature. . 


In this death toll are fifty-five children, with 1,841 chil- 


dren injured. 
Reckless driving .ranks first as the cause, 


speeding is second, wet pavements-third,- and drunkenness 
fouth. A drunken driven is of course a reckless driver if his 
drunkenness results in an accident, but the report segregated 
the "sober" reckless drivers from those who had imbibed. 


We all know that the most -dangerous person at the wheel 


is the one of either sex who becomes drunk with the delirium 
of speed. Stepping on the gas, with some people, is as ex- 
hiliarating as whisky. The use of intoxicating liquor has 
been prohibited by law in this country because it was a men- 
ace to life and health, and it is not unreasonable to predict 
that unless the speeders and reckless drivers can be control- 
led, the making of motor vehicles that can travel faster than 
thirty-five or forty miles an hour may be prohibited. One 
immediately reacts unfavorably to this idea, but it is no more 
fantastic than to prohibit any other menace. 


As time goes on, however, the motor traffic will probably 


adjust itself through the continual construction of better and 
wider highways, elimination of grade crossings, underpasses 
for pedestrians, and a more'strict examination and penalizhig 
of drivers. The motor vehicle is our most prolific murderer" 
in the hands of the irresponsible, and must be treated as such. 


"Give Us This~Day"— 


Bread, the staff of life, is being subjected to a conspiracy. 


The restaurant proprietors, especially in metropolitan areas, 
are trying to make patrons forget bread. None of them have 


• the nerve to list bread on the bill of fare at a price, and there- 
fore, because it is a part of the meal for which there can be 
no profit directly, it is being quietly, stealthily subordinated. 
Less and less of it appears, Calls for it are not responded to 
with alacrity. The restaurateur is "off of bread." 


Spinach and various kinds of greens that should be the 


exclusive provender for rabbits and other animals of the 
lower order are listed at ten and fifteen cents for two spoon- 
fuls 
It is a strong-minded person indeed that can run the 


gauntlet of those poised ladles in the cafeterias, where ladies 
with hypnotic eye and voices of metallic insistence would load 
the tray with all kinds of strange grass and weeds, making 
the final check to soar toward altitude records. The cafe- 
terias charge you for bread, too, but they are comparatively 
modest about the price, because they know that if there is 
anything that will arouse the atrophied fighting instinct of 
the human, it is to have to pay two prices for bread. 


There never has been, nor probably ever will be, a better 


food for man than bread. It is predominantly and by proven 
right the staff of life. When not robbed of every vestige of 
food value by the modern method of processing, it is the 
king of foods.

People should revolt against being herded in sweating 


droves through eating emporiums, where they are propagan-. 
dized by high power sellers of foodless cookery. If it were 
not for the French, Italians and Germans in this country, 
-America would not know what the taste of bread means. And 
when you lose the taste of bread and for bread, there is some- 
thing radically wrong with a nation's appetite.

A Real Beast of Burden— 


A comparatively few years ago, before our mechanical 


giants came into being, it was the custom to call the mtile 
the beast of burden. He was regarded as the extreme of 
patient, working energy. 
. 
Today the real beast of burden is made of steel instead 


of flesh and bone, motivated by gasoline, instead of blood. 
It is the crawler-type tractor. 


How to solve farm problems is being demonstrated on 


3000 acres of land owned by J. R. Whithycombe, son of a 
former governor of Oregon. He runs one tractor practically 
24 hours daily to pull eight 14-inch plows, plowing to a 
depth of seven inches. The grade on which the work is 
being done runs as high as 60 per cent. And for six weeks 
the tractor has plowed on the average 85 acres of ground 
daily, without having once cooled off. It is machine meth-

In the pro'cess of coloring citrus 


fruit, for many years the prevalence 
of improperly removed gases from 
sweat rooms, and the fruit itself, has 
been one of the troublesome causes 
of reduction in grade, and also di- 
rectly responsible for spoilage in 
transit—which as 
every 
packing 


house manager knows, results in 
financial losses amounting to hun- 
dreds of dollars annually. 


About two months ago we pur- 


chased an aerating system from E. H. 
Guthier & Company, dehydration en- 
gineers, of Santa Ana, and known 
as the Guthier aerator, with the ob- 
ject of improving our .product and 
increasing production. In addition 
to these accomplishments this equip- 
ment has reduced the cost of pre- 
paration, and we now produce a more 
evenly colored fruit in practically 
two-thirds the time previously re- 
quired by our method of using in- 
dividual portable electric heaters in 
each room or tent. 


This equipment-supplies electrical- 


ly heated air and properly controlled 
humidity to our four sweat rooms 
from a central point by means of a 
small multivane fan and keeps the 
rooms at a constant 
temperature 


thru the use of reliable thermostati- 
cally controlled equipment located in 
each room. 


Thoro circulation and even distri- 


bution of this air by means of sev- 
eral deflector arrangements subject 
each and every box of fruit to the 
same temperature and air conditions, 
irrespective of its position in the 
room. This method of operation 'caus- 
es the fruit to color evenly, whereas 
with our old method that fruit lo- 
cated nearest our portable electric 
heater always cooled more quickly 
and necessitated a sorting of the 
room contents, which of course is 
now more or less eliminated. 


CENTRALLY CONTROLLED 
The entire system is built of gal- 


vanized copper-bearing steel except 
the heater 'casements, which are of 
heavier construction in the newer in- 
stallations to withstand heat condi- 
tions either for heating in the 
presence of air flow or for stationary 
heating, aa may be desired by the 
operator. All controls are operated 
from one large central panel board 
located in a convenient .position with 
respect to the central plant itself, 
from which each room 'can be sepa- 
rately controlled. All wiring is in 
conduit. 
If is-a- well known-fact that; ethy- 


lene gas is absorbed by the fruit in 1 
the presence of heat during the col- 
oring pro'cess, and if this gas is not 
properly removed after having ac- 
complished its work, or before Brog- 
dexing or shipping, some fruit often 
becomes 'soft in transit or in the 
eastern markets, and of 'course spoil- 
age as a rule will result. Tests that 
we have run with the Guthrie aer- 
ator have conclusively proved that 
all dead air and gases can be quick- 
ly removed from any roam and the 
space re-heated with fresh air, or 
cooled with fresh air if so desired, to 
bring the fruit back to basement 
temperature. This feature of com- 
plete aeration, whether desired for 
sweating or exhausting dead air, or 
for cooling, will accomplish more for 
packing house managers than any- 
thing we know of and the results ob- 
tained will no doubt pay for the in- 
stallation in one or two seasons. 


AIR REGULATED 


Provision is made for supplying 


fresh air to the heaters either from 
the outside of the building (during 
the day when outside air is warmer 
;han the basement air to save elec- 
trical current, or from the basement 
.luring the night, when basement air 
is usually warmer than the outside 
air), or visa versa if desired for 
cooling, or supplying fresh air to the 
rooms after exhausting. 


Each room is independently con- 


trolled and with the use of two fans 
as are now used in the newer instal- 
lations it is possible to heat as many 
rooms as desired and to exhaust 
other rooms at the same time without 
interference whatever, irrespective 
of the number of rooms that a pack- 
ing house may have or their location 
if they are located in one row. 


USES BLACK HEAT 


Ethylene gas can be added to the 


rooms (or where canvas is used) at 
any time during the sweating pro- 
cess and with the use of black heat 
as now employed in the system, will 
enable those packing house managers 
who have been more or less prejudic- 
ed against the ethylene gas to use it 
freely, for this system of aeration 
complies with every rule and regu- 
lation concerning the mutual indem- 
nity compact and also the state reg- 
ulations. 


We have found the electrical cur- 


rent consumption per box has been 
materially decreased because of the 
shorter time necessary to accomplish 
proper coloring and while the initial 
installation cost may be higher than 
the old method, this is immediately 
offset by the elimination of spoilage 
thru proper aeration facilities. 


SUMMARY GIVEN 


In conclusion the writer wishes to 


sum up the points 'which are out- 
standing thru the use of the Guthier 
aerator, 
and 
which, incidentally, 


eliminates many of our present col- 
oring hazards: 


1. Our fruit can be successfully
